Letters Received From Of- 
ficers of 325th and 326th 
Regiments State That the 
Troops Are Facing “Real 
Thing.” 


ENGLAND WAS CROSSED 
BY FORCED MARCHES 


Units of 82d Division Billet- 
ed in France “Only Few 
Miles Behind Firing Line” 
on May 10—Many Atlan- 
tans Among Officers. 


“Somewhere in France,” within the 
area of that fair country which dears 
the scars of Hun ravishment, hearing 
day and night the stunning roar of 


giant¢euns as they belch defiance at tne? 


opposing armies, the 82d. division, U. S. 


A, has been camping since May 10, ac- 
cording to information contained in 
letters received in Atlanta Thursday. 

This news, of such vital interest to 
Atlantans, telling, as it does, that the 
men who trained at Camp Gordon, 
many of them natives of this city and 
state, first reached the city in letters 
written to his parents by William Les- 
lie Rawlins, former sporting editor of 
The Constitution, now graduate of the 
Third Officers’ Training school and a 
member of the 326th infantry, U. S. A. 
Letters received at Oxford, Ga., from 
Captain O. Q. Melton, former city ed- 
itor of The Constitution, also tell of 
the arrival of his regiment, the 325th 


infantry, at a spot behind the battle| 


lines in France. Many Atlanta young 
men, graduates of the first officers’ 
training camp at Fort McPherson are 
in command of the troops comprising 
this division. 


MAY HAVE ENTERED 
GREAT BATTLE. 


According tothe dates on which the 
letters were written, early in May, it is 
extremely probable ‘that the soldiers 
who so recently were seen daily on At- 
lanta’s streets, have taken part in the 
great battle now raging and have 
helped to stem the drive towards Paris 
of the German forces. If they have 
not taken part in the fighting, they 
are undoubtedly in the first reserves, 
and will soon be. occupying front line 
trenches. 

Two letters were received from Mr. 
Rawlins, one dated May 8, and the sec- 
ond dated May 10. The first was writ- 
ten while his regiment was passing 
through England, and the second after 
they had arrived at billets close behind 
the front. The regiment was evidently 
rushed immediately through Enteland, 
transported across.the English -channel: 
and placed close behind the fighting 
area. Undoubtedly the entire 82d di- 
vision, composed of the 325th, 326th, 
827th and 328th’ fegiments, ~™ ons 
cluded » the movement. . 

‘The letters from Captain Melton 
bear the dates of May 14 and 15. In 
one of them he tells of seeing German 
prisoners at work on the roads in 
France, ppd he saye: “If they are an 
example of what the ‘Fatherland’ has 
to oppose us, one Newton county 
cracker is a match for a half dozen of

- Arsti-German Demonstration, 

San Juan, P. R., June 6—Angered 
by the news of the sinking of the 
Potto Rico liner CaroHna'‘by a'Ger- 
man submarine, an anti-German 
demonstration broke out in Ponce 
last night. Numerous houses occu- 


pied by Germans were stoned, and 
much feeling still exists against 
Germans or persons who have ex- 
pressed pro-German sentiments or 
who in any way have attempted to 
justify the sinking of. the Carolina. 
The feeling runs particularly high 


against Spaniards of supposed Ger- 
man sympathies. . Attorney General 
Kern has notified the officials in 
the island to take energetic action 
against all persons whose  utter- 
ances are considered out of line 
with the sentiments of the allied 
countries. 


Washington, June 6.—Sinking of the 
British steamship Harpathian by a Ger- 
man submarine 100 miles off the Vir- 
ginia capes at 9 o’clock yestérday morn- 
ing was announced tonight at the navy 
department. The entire crew was res- 
cued by the steamer Palmer, which 
arrived late today in Chesapeake bay. 

The submarine used a torpedo. One 
member of the British crew was injured 
The Harpathian was a freighter of 2,800 
net tons. 

Only meager details had reached the 
department late tonight. The ship 
went down in seven or eight minutes, 
and it is regarded as probable that, 
unlike other vessels attacked off the 
American coast, she ‘was struck with- 
out warning. All British steamers ply- 
ing through the war zone are armed, 
but no mention.of an armed guard was 
made in the navy reports. 


Are Evading Patrois. 


The submarines operating’ o:if the 
coast had not previously been heard 
from since the Norwegian steamer 
Eldsvold was sent down at 5 o'clock 
Tuesday afternoon some forty miles off 
the Virginia capes. The Harpathian 
was eunk about sixty miles further out 
to: sea, indicating that the under- 
water craft had gone further into the 
Atlantic to escape patrol boats. 

The raiders wére apparently oper- 
ating in a comparatively small area 
Tuesday and Wednesday. The French 
steamer Radioleine was attacked off 
Maryland early Tuesday morning, and 
about the same time the: schooner Ed- 
ward R. Baird, Jr. was sunk further 
down the coast. That afternoon the 
Bidsvold was sunk near the capes, the 
raiders - having escaped southward 
through the patrol fleets. 

The fact that the submarines are 


|braving the dangers from the patrols 


which are converging around the area 
of operations leads officials to believe 
that the raiders are waiting for much 
bigger prey than they have yet found. 
The place where they have operated 
}mest recently is in the lane of travel 
‘up and down the coast, and through 
it must pass much of the important 
shipping going in and out of the Vir- 
ginia capes. 

The sinking of the Starpathien brings 
the total of vessels known to have 


‘been ‘sent ‘down on this side of the’ 


Atiantic by the raiders to fourteen— 
six steamers and eight schooners. All 
the vessels were Amefican éxcept re 
Biasvols and Harpathian.

Italian Army Headquarters, Wednes- 
day, June 5.—(By the Associated 
Press.)—The Italian army is improv- 
ing, both morale and material, ac- 
cording to Major General Eben Swift, 
jhead of the American military mission 
in Italy, who today discussed various 
phases of the situation on the front, 
which is considered interesting in view 
of the possibility of an Austrian of- 
fensive. 


“T have been studying the Italian 
soldier for about three months,” he

General Swift, who previously visited 
Anglo-French troops for observation 
purposes, spoke enthusiastically .of 
what may be expected from the Amer- 
ican soldiers. “As far as the Ameri- 
can army is concerned,” he said, “‘it is ' 
quite certain that we need not fear 
comparison with the allies as soon as 
we have profited from their experi- 
ence.

Collier H. Minge, Well- 
Known Business Man, 
Shoots Self at Residence 
on Thursday Afternoon.

Collier H. Minge, well known cotton 
dealer of this city, committed suicide 
about 6 o’clock Thursday afternoon, at

Mr. Minge shot hintself through the

there was little hope of saving his life. 
He was rushed to the Davis-Fischer 
sanitarium and died there shortly after 
aTrival. He came home about 5 o’clock, 
and talked with his wife about.a fishing 
trip they were planning, and although 
he complained of being-slightly ill, his 
wife, it is stated, thought he was in 
‘the best of humor. He went to his 
| room, and his wife went to the rear of 
the house. A short time later she heard 
the report of a pistol, and rushing in,

A statement of his assets in a local 

mnggael — securities in a safety deposit 

e found in his. coat pocket. The 
statement showed him to be apparently 
‘in excellent financial condition. Sev- 
eral unsigned personal letters to prom- 
inent business men in-the city concern- 
ing war activities were also found in 
his pockets. 

His wife was badly shocked by the 
act gnd was not able to discuss it with 
anyone Thursday night. She declared, 
it was said, that he left her no per- 
sonal letter concerning the affair. 

Several of his closest friends stated 
he had visited every recruiting office 
in the city to enlist in some branch 
of the service, but was turned down on 
‘account of his bad health. They also 
| stated he had invested heavily in Lib- 
erty Bonds, and Thrift Stamps, and was 
active in every war activity. It is be- 
‘lieved that, as he had been in ill health 
.for the past two years, he was tempo- 
say insane when he ended his life. 

Minge went downtown to his of- 
fice pa usual on Thursday. 

Mr. Minge had offices in the Trust 
Company of Georgia building. At the 
time of his death he was in business 


by himself, but had eng ad been con- 
nected as a partner with J. 
of Atlanta. Their partnership was dis- 
solved last November. 

The dead man was a native of Mobile, 
Ala. He came to Atlanta about 
two years a from Greenville, S. C., 
where he h been engaged in the cot- 
ton business. At one time hé was en- 
gaged the newspaper business.

LUXURIES IN AMERICA 
TO BE MADE EXPENSIVE 


War Profit Tax to Be Su- 
perimposed Upon Existing 
Excess Profit Taxes Rec- 


ommended by Secretary of | 


Treasury. 


Washington, June 6.—Secretary Mc- 
Adoo today recommended in a letter 
to Chairman Kitchin, of the house 
ways and means committee, that the 
revenue bill be drawn to raise $8,000,- 
000,000 by taxation, one-third of the 
estimated .$24,000,000,000 expenditures 
in the fiscal year 1919. 

He also recommended that a war 


profit tax be established at high rate 
to be super-imposed upon existing ex- 
cess profits taxes; that the normal in- 
come tax on unearned incomes | be 
raised, and that heavy téxation be im- 
posed on luxuries. 

The suggestions were given in re- 
sponse to a letter from Mr. Kitchin, 
and constituted an outline of the treas- 
ury’s ideas not only of taxation to meet 
the nation’s huge war expenses in the 
future, but of preparing the way for 
floating of additional billions of Lib- 
erty Bonds. Increasing the rate of 
normal taxes on incomes, from which 
Liberty Bonds are exempt, said the 
secretary, will tend to make _ these 
bonds better investments and to permit 
them to compete with industrial and 
municipal -securities bearing higher 
rates of interest. 

War Profits Not Reached. 

Mr. McAdoo made no attempt to spec- 
ify the means of carrying out his sug- 
gestions in revenue legislation, and did 
not intimate what articles might be 
classed as “luxuries” for heavier taxa- 
tion. He stated, however, that in many 
cases the present excess profits taxes do 
not reach real war profits, for instance, 
where a corporation with big earnings 
made directly out of the war has also 
a big overcapitalization, and, therefore, 
an apparently low rate of profit. 


j 
After explaining that his estimate of 


$24,000,000,000 expenditures in the fis- 
cal year starting next July 1 is based 
on expenses in the past, and a calcula- 
tion of the rate of ‘increase, Mr. Mc- 
Adoo said it would constitute unsound 
financial policy to. raise $20,000,000,000 
of that sum by flotation ef Liberty 
Loans, to make up the deficit that 
would follow if there were no increase 
in the $4,000,000,000 revenue obtainable 
under existing law. 

Abput one-third of the $12,500,000,000 
or $13,000,000,000 expenditures this fis- 
cal year, ending Junc 30, will come 
from taxation and this ratio, he sug- 
gested, should not be reduced. 

McAdoo’s Rec endations. 

“If I may, without impropriety, offer 
a suggestion as to the proposed reve- 
nue measure,” wrote the secretary, “I 
should recommend: 

“1. That one-third of the cash expen- 
ditures to be made during the fiscal 
year ending June 30, 1919, be provided 
by taxation. According to my esti- 
mates thié would involve. raising 
$8,000,000,000 through taxation. 

“2. That a real war profits tax at 
a high rate be levied upon all war 
profits. This tax should be superim- 
posed upon the existing excess profits 
tax in such a way that the taxpayer 
should be required to pay whichever 
tax is the greater. The existing excess 
profits tax should be amended in cer- 
tain important particulars so as to re- 
move inequalities. 

“3. That there should be a substan- 
tial increase in the amount of normal

In Great Assault on Front 
of About Two and One- 
‘Half Miles Sammies Ad- 
vance More Than Two 
Miles. 


New York, June 6.—(By Associated’ 
Press. From European Cables of the 


Day.)—Although the latest German of- 
ficial communication announces that 
the situation on the battle front is un- 
changed, there has been a change on 
one of the most important sectors in. 
| Picardy. And American marines were 
responsible for it. 

Attacking on a front of about 2% 
miles in a fight that began Thursday 
with the break of dawn, the marines 
in four hours drove back the enemy 
over a distance of virtually 2% miles 
and occupied all the important high 
ground northwest of Chateau Thierry, 
which village in a previous fight the 
American machine gunners had turned 
into a shambles by the accuracy of 
their aim as the Germans tried to wrest 
a bridge from them. 

After a breathing space in Thursday’s 
battle, the Americans late in the after« 
noon returned to the fray and at last 
accounts hard fighting was in progress 
for this important sector, which com- 
mands the Marne at that part of the 
front where the battle line swings east- 
ward toward Rheims. The marines took 
100 German prisoners in the early en- 
counter, while the French troops on 
their left also gained an advantage over 
the enemy and made 160 of his men 
captives. 


ADVANCE 
CONTINUED. 


Soon after the attack of this morn- 
ing the Americans carried Hill 142 
(about 2-3 of a mile south of Lorcy), 
the highest point in this vicinity, and 
swept on and stopped at the foot in a 
Wheat field on the other side, from 
where they raked the Germans with 
machine guns. One entire enemy ma- 
chine gun company was almost anni« 
hilated. 

The Germans had donned-French uni- 
forms, but the Americans, forewarned, ' 
poured volleys of fire into them. One

No infantry attack by either 
side has been reported, however. 

It seems not improbable that the 
Germans soon are to attack the Ameri- 
cans to show their merit as fighters 
in a battle on the St. Mihiel sector, 
southeast of Verdun. American patrols 
report heavy movements of troop trains 
from the northeast passing westward 
behind the Toul sector in the direction 
of St. Mthiel ' 

The heavy attcks 6f the Germans 
along the front from Rheims to the 
northwest of Soissons are still at a 
halt, although sporadic offensives are 
being attempted at isolated points and 
bombardments of violence are being 
carried out on various sectors, espe- 
cially in the region of Rheims. 


GERMANS 
REPULSED. 


Everywhere that the Germans have 
essayed an attack it has met with 
sharp repulse. There seems to be no 
doubt that the allied line has been suf- 
ficiently strengthened to withstand the 
shock troops of the Germans, and it fs 
seemingly not beyond the realm of 
possibility that General Foch’s armies 
soon will take the initiative into their 
own hands. 

Admission has been made by the mil- 

itary correspondent of The Berlin 
Vossische Zeitung that the German 
offensive is spent and that the Ger- 
man armies cannot be expected to pro- 
ceed at present against the newly 
strengthened allied lines. 
’ On the Italian theater there has 
been somewhat’ of an increase in the 
artillery and patrol encounters along 
the mountain front and the lower 
reaches of the Piave river, but the ex- 
pected attempt at an.advance by the 
Australians has not yet begun. 

Still another vessel—this time a Brit- 
ish steamer—has been sunk by a Ger- 
man submarine in American waters. 
The sinking occurred off the Virginia 
capes. 


MARINES 


ATTACK. 

With the American Army in Picardy, 
June 6—(By the Associated Press.)— 
American marines attacked the Ger- 
mans at dawn this morning and gained 
3%, kilometers over a four-kilometer 
front, and captured 100 prisoners in the 
Chateau Thierry sector. The French 
attacking at the same time on the left 
took 160 prisoners. 

The Americans now hold all the im- 
portant high ground northwest of 
Chateau Thierry. 

The marines again attacked at 5 
o’clock this afternoon and the battle is 
still raging. 

Gain All Objectives. 

The fight started at 3:45 o’clock this 
morning and the Americans had attain- 
ed all their objectives by 7:45 o’clock. 
A large number of Germans was killed, 
while American casualties were light. 

The Americans have been pressing the 
Germans so hard that the enemy has 
been forced to throw three new divi- 
sions of his best troops in the line dur- 
ing the last three days.

income tax upon so-called unearned in- 
comes. Under existing law earned in- 


comes above certain exemptions are 
taxed 4 per cent as an income tax and 
8 per cent as an excess profits tax, 
making a total of 12 per cent, while 
unearned incomes, derived from securi- 
ties, ete., are taxed only 4 per cent. 

“The 8 per cent tax should be rec- 
ognized as an income tax and the rate 
of 12 per cent (4 per cent normal and 
8 per cent excess profits) should be re- 
tained in respect to earned incomes, 
while a higher rate than 12 per cent 
should be imposed on wumnearned in- 
comes. 


Heavy Taxes on Luxuries. 


“4. That heavy taxation be imposed 
upon all luxuries.” 

Explaining his ideas for a new tax 
to reach actual profits made out of 
the war, Mr. McAdoo wrote: 

“The existing excess profits tax does 
ont always reach war profits. The rates 
of excess profits taxation are graduated 
and the maximum is 60 per cent. In 
Great Britain there is a flat rate of 
80 per cent on all war profits. The 
government departments, under great 
pressure as they are to get necessary 
war materials and supplies with the 
utmost expedition, ‘cannot in the na- 
ture of things fix their prices nor guard 
their contracts in such a way as to 
avoid the possibility of profiteering. 
The one sure way is to tax away the 
excessive profits when they have been 
realized. 

“Of course, no one objects to reason- 
able profits; on the contrary, every 
one should want and, I am sure, does 
want business enterprise to be reward- 
ed with reasonable or even liberal prof- 
its. Prosperity should be preserved and 
can be preserved, I believe, on the basis 
of reasonable profits.” 

The way in which a higher normal 
rate on incomes would promote the 
sale of Liberty Bonds, particularly to 
persons of big means, was explained as 
follows:

30,000,000 Subscribers. 


*T hope that it will not be necessary 
further to increase the interest rate 
on government bonds. The number of 
subscribers to the three Liberty Loans 
aggregated 30,000,000. The people who 
subscribed are impatient of those who 
have not. Various plans have been 
urged upon me for forcing the people 
to buy Liberty Bonds. There is a popu- 
lar demand also fon high taxes upon 
war profits. There also is a popular 
demand that all the people should con- 
tribute to financing the war. 

“There should, therefore, be a sub- 
stantial increase in the normal income 
tax rate and a higher tax ould be 
levied upon so-called unearned than on 
earned incomes. Income derived from 
Liberty Bonds would be exempt from 
this taxation and the relation between 
income from Liberty Bonds and income 
from other securities would be read- 
justed without increasing the rate of 
interest on Liberty Bonds. It would 
not tax the patriotic purchasers of Lib- 
erty Bonds on their holdings, but it 
would weigh heavily upon the shirkers 
who have not bought them. It would 
make the return from Liberty Bonds 
compare favorably with the return 
from other securities. 

“There is another feature deserving 
consideration. There is a natural feel- 
ing among the masses of the people 
that taxation upon f{ncomes and upon 
war profits should be high enough to 
bring the return from corporate invest- 
ments more nearly on a parity with 
the return from government bonds: 
that the government should not be 
forced to compete for credit with war 
industries which are profiting abnor- 
mally and which, unless restrained by 
the exercise of sound and just taxa- 
tion, will constantly add to the diffi- 
culties of the people of the United 
States in their effort to supply the grov- 
ernment at reasonable interest rates 
with the credit ft needs to fight suc- 
cessfully this war for liberty.” 


Would Bring Disaster. » 


Not to increase the sum to be raised 
by taxes next year, ‘and consequently 
to raise twenty billions from govern- 
ment bonds, said Mr. McAdoo, “would 
be a surrender to the policy of high 
interest rates and inflation, with all 
the evil consequences which would flow 
inevitably therefrom, and which would, 
I firmly believe, bring ultimate disas- 
ter to the country.” 

Treasury tax experts are at work 
now drafting plans for removing some 
of the acknowledged injustices of the 
present excess profits measure, apply- 
ing particularly to businesses with 
small capitalization and consequently 
high rates of earnings.

DANIELS SAYS SUBS 
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vance Along the Marne, 
River. 


With the American Army in France, 
June 5.—(By the Associated Press.)— 
Two American lieutenants, both from 
Pittsburg, played conspicuous parts in 
stemming the German advance along 
the Marne. Lieutenant Walter R. 
Flannery was the first American dec- 
orated with the French war cross for 
participation in the present great bat- 
tle. Lieutenant John T. Bissel, a West 
Point graduate, commanding two ma- 
chine gun units, was the first Ameri- 
can to cross to north of the Marne 
during the fighting. 

Lieutenant Flannery volunteered to 
swim the Marne Monday night to res- 
cue a wounded Frenchman who had 
been cut off and made prisoners by the 
Germans but had escaped. The French- 
man crept to the north bank of the 
river in the afternoon and signalled 
to the Americans. He was told to hide 
in a certain spot until nightfall. 

Tying a rope around himself, Lieu- 
tenant Flannery swam to the rescue 
while bullets flew all around him and 
brought the wounded Frenchman 
back. This afternoon French and 
American soldiers lined up while the 
lieutenant was decorated with the war 
cross while the cannons boomed and 
enemy aircraft flew overhead. 

Lieutenant Bissel has been cited for 
the French war cross. During the 
height of the fighting the Germans had 
captured Hill 204 and were sweeping 
the river front with their fire. Bissel 
and his men were in an isolated posi- 
tion, and their retreat to the southern 
bank of the river had been cut off by 
allied guns which were sweeping a 
nearby bridge. After ne had held up 
the German advance for twenty-four 
hours, Bissel signalled his comrades 
to cease firing. He and his men then 
recrossed the bridge and saved them- 
selves and 300 Frenchmen who also 
had been cut off. The bridge was then 
blown up. 

Kill 1,000 Germans. 

An American machine gun battalion 
accounted for approximately 1,000 
Germans while holding a bridge at 
Chateau Thierry during the recent 
fighting. The Americans lost only one 
man killed and a few wounded 

At the same time French troops 
wiped out a force of 300 Germans who 
had obtained a footing on the south- 
ern bank of the Marne. 

While the Germans dominated the 
town from Hill 204 the Americans and 
French set up machine guns in the 
windows and doorways of houses. 
Great fierceness marked the fighting 
which raged for several hours. 

One officer told the correspondent 
today that it was all the commanders 
could do to keep the Americans from 
crossing the river in the teeth of the 
enemy fire and assaulting the hill po- 
sition, 


FAILED IN PURPOSE 


Annapolis, Md., Jane 6.—Germany by 
bringing the war to the doors of the 
United States through submarine ac- 
tivities has not frightened the Ameri- 
can people, but “has intensified the 
fire of our passion” and has “brought 
home to us the need of strength so 
that the enemy may the more quickly

tree strett, and Chief of Construction 
H. L. Collier has been officially em- 
powered to do the work with the city 
forces, 

Thursday afternoon the city fathers 
met in extraordinary session and rati- 
fied the report of the street commit- 
tee that recommended this job to be 
done by the city construction depart- 
ment. The city fathers also amended 
the finance sheet, providing funds by 
which the work could be done, and au- 
thorizing the expenditure of the money 
by the construction department. 

Shortly after the ddjournment of 
council, the board of aldermen met and 
approved the action of council and 
adopted the amended finance sheet. 
Then Mayor Candler attached his offi- 
cail signature to the papers and the 
way for repaving this important thor- 
oughfare was cleared of every obstruc- 
tion. 

Ends Long Fight. 

These official actions marked the 
culmination of a long and determined 
fight that has been made by councilmen 
and citizens to have this greatly needed 
work done. For several months the 
question of paving Peachtree street has 
been agitated, and it was brought close 
to settlement many times only to have 
some unforeseen obstacle bob up and 
postpone the actual work. 

Legal questions and formalities had 
to be complied with, signers for peti- 
tions pledging pro rata shares of the 
cost had to be secured, favorable ac- 
tion by the street committee was need- 
ed and finally the approval of the city 
fathers and the board of aldermen was 
necessary. All these formalities were 
complied with on several occasions, and 
more than once the project was ad- 
vertised, asking for bids, but for a 
time none were forthcoming. Finally, 
when bids were made, they proved to be 
so high that the county, which had 
agreed to furnish the city’s part of the 
funds objected.

R. A. Hemphill, well known pioneer 
Atlantan, was sitting on a local hotel 
porch and near him was a group of 
three men, all strangers, about his own 
age.

“About the tightest place I was ever 
in,” said one of the trio, “was up in old 
Virginia. A confederate battery was 
playing havoe with us, and we seemed 
powerless to do anything with it. It 
was planted in a little ravine, and every 
time we charged it we were compelled 
to retire without accomplishing any- 
thing.” 

And here the speaker described the 
location minutely ‘to his companions, as 


if seeking a reason why nothing could 
be accomplished. Mr. Hemphill quickly 


Jrecognized the place, for he had been 


there. on the confederate side and was 
hearing a scene he well remembered re- 
hearsed faithfully as far as it went. 

“Do you recall what happened,” inter- 
jected Mr. Hemphill, “just after your 
second assault? I mean what RBap- 
pened to the battery that was support- 
ing your troops?” 

“What do you know about it?” asked 
the narrator quickly of Mr. Hemphill. 

“Oh, nothing,” replied Mr. Hemphill, 
“except that I happened to be with that 
confederate battery you couldn’t take, 
and it so happened that it was I who 
fired the cannon which blew up one of 
your magazines.” 

“Well, it wasn’t your shot that blew 
up that magazine,” retorted the one- 
time federal fighter. “We had a green 
Dutchman with us, and he stuck a 
lighted torch to that magazine, and it 
sure did scatter us and things generally 
about. But say, Johnny Reb, I am 
awful glad to see you, even if you did 
have me in a tight fix once. Say, come 
over and let’s all talk together. We are 
all brothers again, you know.”

'SECRET TREATIES 
CAUSED BIG WAR, 
DECLARES BORAH 


Washington, June 6.—Debate on the 
Underwood resolution to limit debate 
in the senate during the war opened 
today with a speech by Senator Borah, 
of Idaho, republican, in support of his 
amendment, providing for the consid- 
eration of treaties at open sessions of 
the senate. Senator Borah said the 
world war had its origin almost exclu- 
sively in secret diplomacy. [If the 
great mass of German people had been 
permitted to know the facts before 
the war, he declared, there would have 
been no opportunity now for the 
Hohenzollerns to be conducting their 
propaganda to convince them that the 
war was forced upon them. He added 
that he believed the United States had 
suffered because the causes leading up 
to America’s entrance into the war 
were not generally known until out- 
lined by President Wilson in his mes- 
sage to congress just prior to the war 
declaration. 


SENATORS WIL OPPOSE 
FREIGHT RATE RAS 


Southern Leaders Arrange for 
Conference With Director 
General McAdoo. 


Washington, June 6.—At a conference 
today between senators from southern 
states and representatives of the Soutb- 
ern Traffic league, it was decided that 
southern senators would protest against 
putting into effect the proposed 25 per 
cent increase in freight rates. Arrange- 
ments are being made for a conference 


with Director General McAdoo at which 
the protest will be made together with 
@ request that the order providing for 
the increase be modified. 

Under the plan the railroad adminis- 
tration proposes not only to raise intra- 
state rates now 'in effect in many states 
to the same level as now is being charg- 
ed for interstate shipments, but to add 
to that a per cent increase which, 
it is claimed, will result in rates in 
some states being increased approxi- 
mately 700 per cent. 

Modification Urged. 


Washington, June 6.—Postponement 
of the new freight and passenger 
rates, or modification to remove injus- 
tices and discriminations which threat- 
en many shippers and industries with 
“commercial annihilation” was urged 
on Director General McAdoo today by 
a delegation of the National Associa- 
tion of Railway and Utilities commis- 
sioners. 

To put the new rates into effect with- 
out revisions would imperil. and en- 
danger the national economic solidar- 
ity, and bring additional hazards in 
the conduct of the war said a petition 
presented by the delegation. Mr. Mc- 
Adoo was asked either to make state 
commissions his agents in bringing 
about necéssary readjustments in rates, 
or to require railroads to submit to 
the authority exercised by state com- 
missions before government operation 
started in matters of fate and police 
regulations. 

Interview Director General. 


Washington, June 6.-—The director 
general was seen at White Sulphur 
Springs. W. Va. He was asked to give 
the public greater representation on the 
railroad adminstration’s staff by the 
appointment of shippers, consumers or 
state commissioners, No specifics

An urgent request is made 
‘that all patriotic citizens place a di- 
rect order for their season’s supply 
with the fuel administration in the 
Arcade building immediately. If in- 
‘convenient to place an order at the 
present time, an estimate of the amount 
needed, based on last winter’s con- 
‘sumption, is asked. 

Notice has been received that no 
anthracite coal will be furnished to 
consumers in this section of the coun- 
try the coming winter.

and evening, if necessary, until the 
investigation had been completed. 

“T shall give my best effort to the 
school investigation,” said Mr. Ashley, 
“and I wish it to be understood that 
we invite all persons who have any- 
thing to say that is germain to the 
investigation, or for the good of the 
schools, to appear and let the comm#iuW- 
tee hear what they have to say, but 
on the other hand, I wish to state to 
those who have political axes to grind, 
or who wish to use the committee as 
a means by which personal dislike or 
animus can be gotten before the public, 
that we do not intend to take up the 
time of the investigation committee 
with such things, and that thev will 
not be heard. This investigation, as 
I take it, is to learn what, if anything, 
is wrong with the public school sys- 
tem of Atlanta, and it does not con- 
cern the personal or political fortune 
or standing of anyone.”

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ALL NON-PRODUCERS 
MUST GD INTO SERIE 


After July 1 Young Men Not 
Employed in Useful Occupa- 
tions to Be Reclassified. 


The classtfication of registrants for 
military service imto productive and 
non-productive occupations or employ- 
ments, with a view of the immediate 
conscription of those regarded as non- 
producers into military or other essen- 
tial occupations, ‘uhder military regu- 
lations, was ordered yesterday by spe- 
cia] instructions from Provost Marshal 
Genrral Crowder to Major Mallet. 

This is one of the most sweeping 
orders promulgated during the war, 
as thousands of young men who are 
regularly employed in various works, 
regarded as non-essential, are affected, 
and as most of these are now in de- 
ferred classifications, the new order 
Singles them out and brings them up 
for reclassification, or for induction 
into the service, or assignment to gov- 
ermment or other employment regarded 
as essential to the nation’s welfare in 
the conduct of the war. 

In Effect July 1. 

Specifically, whenever, after July l, 
1918, any registrant in Class 1, 2, 3, or 
4, wherever he may be located, is re- 
ported to or observed by any local 
board, whether it be his local board of 
origin, or a local board having juris- 
diction over the territorial area in 
which he may be found, whether hav- 
ing original jurisdiction over him or 
not, to be an idler, or to be engaged 
in any occupation or employment de- 
fined and described in the reguiations 
or any amendments thereof as a non- 
productive occupation or employment, 
such local board shall, by notice, noti- 
fy him and set a day and hour when 
the registrant may appear and present 
such evidence, by affidavit or other- 
wise, bearing upon the reasons for his 
status, as he may care to submit. The 
day so set shall be not less than three 
nor more than seven days after the 
date of such notice unless the local 
board on account of disease or other 
_ and sufficient cause extend the 
time. 

The government takes the position 
that in the present emergency it is not 
possible to extend the protection of de- 
ferred classification to those regis- 
tramts engaged in occupations which 
are non-productive. On this point the 
provost marshal says: 

“There is a great demand for labor 
in all productive occupations and em- 
ployments, and especially in agricul- 
ture and ‘other necessary industries.” 

The Non-Essentials. 

The new regulations provide that if 
a registrant is idle, he, of course, is not 
occupred or employed at all, and his 
status of'idleness furnishes ground for 
the withdrawal of his deferred classi- 
fication or late order number; and the 
regulations applicable to idle regis- 
trants shall be deemed applicable also 
to fortune tellers, clairvoyants, palm- 
ists and the Nike, who, for the pur- 
poses of these regulations, shall be 
considered as idlers.

. SUGAR AND SOFT DRINKS. 


Officials of the federal food administra- 
tion for Georgia have acted with commend- 
able promptness against the hoarding of 
sugar by proprietors of soft drink establish- 
ments. 

The public will heartily appro®e the ac- 
tion of Major .McClatchey, executive sec- 
retary of the administration for this state, 
last Tuesday, in dispatching a dray to a soft 
drinks store, where he had uncovered 700 
pounds of illegally-stored sugar, and taking 
possession of the entire hoarded supply. 

If. everybody will obey the law and the 
food administration’s regulations there will 
be sugar enough to go round and to meet 
every necessity. More than that, there will 
be enough with which to preserve for win- 
ter use vast quantities of other foodstuffs, 
which will be wasted if there is not sugar 
available with which to save them. 

Soda fountain products at best come un- 
der the head of luxuries. In no sense are 
they necessities. And for that matter, if 
the scarcity of sugar should reach a stage 
of acuteness, demanding that either soft 
drinks or winter preserves should have to be 
dispensed with and the choice between them 
were put to a popular vote it is doubtful if 
the soft drink would come out even as an 
“also ran.” 

Dr. Andrew M. Soule, the federal food 

administrator for Georgia, boldly says that 
the consumer of ice cream between meal 
time periods is a “food slacker,” and that 
fudge parties “are disloyal and should be so 
regarded.” 
_ The meaning of which is that the sugar 
entering into the production of the ice cream 
and other confections that are consumed 
when not needed, and to no helpful purpose, 
may be required later on to avert actual 
suffering at home and abroad. 

The same applies to all soft drinks of 
which sugar is a basic ingredient: and if 
the between-meals consumer of ice cream is 
a “food slacker.” what of the ice cream or 
soft drink manufacturer who breaks the law 
by hearding more than his allotted share of 
the saccharine staple for the purpose of 
coining it into money later on? 

The administration has launched a cam- 
paign of anti-sugar-hoarding law enforce- 
ment, which Major McClatchey says “will 
affect soft drink dealers in all sections of 
the state,” and he predicts that “from 50 to 
60 per cent of them may be compelled to 
close their doors because of their failure to 
observe the regulations.” 

After having received due notice. as all 
have, if any soda and ice cream dispenser 
in Georgia is compelled to shut up shop— 
and perhaps be more severely disciplined— 
for violation of the rules he will have only 
himself to blame; and he will receive 
mighty scant sympathy'from the patriotic 
public.

It is‘a proverb that things done in secret 
soon or late are published from the house- 
tops. Certainly everything that was hidden 
as to the plots of the Potsdam gang is, lit- 
tle by little, now being 
revealed. Nothing il- 
lustrates this fact bet- 
ter than ,that volume 
published in Leipsic in 
1907. called “Reminis- 
cences of Ten Years in 
the German Embassy 
in Washington, D. C.” 
When that aged diplo- 
mat published the story 
of his diplomatic career 
he doubtless thought 
that the volume pre- 
pared for his children 
and grandchildren and 
friends w as forever 
buried in the German language. It never 
even occurred to the councilor of the am- 
bassador,Von Holleben, that the book would 
ever fall into the hands of any American. 
The very fact that an American author 
found the-volume in a second-hand book 
store of Vienna in 1914 and translated the 
three chapters on the kaiser’s representatives 
in the United States and the organization of 
the German-American’ league must have 
roused the foreign department in Berlin to 
the highest point of anger. Children and 
diplomats oftentimes unconsciously betray 
the most important secrets. No volume ever 
published could possibly have revealed mat- 
ters of greater moment to Germany than this 
volume of reminiscences that sets forth the 
propaganda carried on in the United States 
by Ambassador von Holleben and his legal 
councilor for the furthering of the Pan- 
German empire scheme. 

Von Holleben’s Task. 

No scholar can doubt the right of this 
old diplomat to speak. The kaiser personally 
vouched for him by giving him this impor- 
tant duty. The honors bestowed at the end 
of his long diplomatic career tell their own 
story. Every page breathes sigcerity and 
truthfulness. No one who reads this volume 
can doubt that this author gave the exact 
facts—and facts well known to his German 
friends—inm the recollections of his diplo- 
matic career. This diplomat tells us plainly 
that Von Holleben and himself were sent to 
the United States speaially charged with the 
task of reuniting Germans who were natur- 
alized in America with the German empire. 
It was their duty to organize secret German- 
American societies in every great city, like 
New York and Brooklyn, Chicago, and Mil- 
waukee, Cincinnati and St. Louis, and to 
present to these societies a German flag sent 
from the hands of the kaiser himself. Their 
work, says the author, was based upon the 
fact that the kaiser had passed a law re- 
storing full citizenship in Germany to those 
Germans who had become naturalized citi- 
zens of the United States. When these mem- 
bers, therefore, of the German-American 
league formally accepted their restored citi- 
zenship their first duty was to the father- 
land and the kaiser, and their second duty 
to the “United States and its government. 
Indeed, this lawyer and author actually goes 
so far as to give extracts from Von Holle- 
ben’s speech before the German-American 
league in Chicago when he presented the so- 
ciety with a German flag and swore the 
members to the old-time allegiance. He says 
that in sume way the editor of The Chicago 
Tribune found out about this meeting and 
wrote a very severe editorial, after which 
he adds that Von Holleben and himself had 
to be more careful. Concerning the Milwau- 
kee meeting, hetrefers to a conversation 
which revealed his judgment that if ever 
there was trouble between Germany and the 
United States the whr would partake. of 
the nature of a eivil war. The author ‘not 
only gives an account of the conference held 
at the Waldorf-Astoria between Ambassador 
von Holleben, Professor Muensterberg, of 
Harvard, and Schoenfield, Columbia, and 
himself on the one side, and Herman Ridder 
other, but he gives the instructions 
Berlin that Herr Ridder could only 
keep his subsidy from the German govern- 
ment for The New Yorker Zeit Zeitung by 
placing his fealty to Germany first and sub- 
ordinating his Americanism, and that other- 
wise Ambassador von Holleben would found 
a rival German paper that would have back 
of it “unlimited resources, to-wit: the total 
resources of the German empire.” 

Here, then, is proof positive that the Kalf- 
ser began his efforts to establish a pro-Ger- 
man movement against the United States 
for several years before 1906, ‘and that he 
methodically kept it up until the war began. 
Through it all he claimed to be our sincere 
friend; but he was then, as. he is today, an 
relentless enemy, with a

VACCINATION. 


A reader sends in a clipping from I 
don’t know what by I don’t know whom. 
Anyway it seems to be a grand summing 
up of all the strong arguments against 
vaccination. 

One of the arguments is this: “I feel 
pretty thoroughly convinced that neither 
professional man nor layman will dispute 
my statement-that a perfectly healthy per- 
son is proof against all disease.” 

I dispute it. It is a ridiculous statement 
I should like to meet a perfectly healthy 
person and test him with a few choice dis- 
ease germs—not injected, but just scattered 
in his way or over his food. Especially if 
he happened to be an anti-something. 

The plausibility of the statement, how- 
ever, lies in the context. The gentleman or 
lady who made the statement had just as- 
serted that a “plentiful supply of good, 
healthy food’’—that is, I suppose, food not ill 
of any particular disease—"“is the greatest 
preventative of disease.” 

Good gracious, Ive never in my life 
lacked a plentiful supply of wholesome food, 
yet I am vulnerable to the meanest little 
diseases on the list. 

“It is admitted that the practice of medi- 
cine is not an exact science.” 

The practice of medicine isn't a science 
at all. It is an art. Science is knowledge. 
Scio—I know. The practice of medicine is 
as exact as any other art that is practiced 
today. 

“The report of the English royal com- 
mission on vaccination gave the vaccination 
theory the strongest indorsement it has ever 
had and is responsible for its acceptance. 
But, we are not told that the report of the 
commission was by no means unanimous and 
that Dr. Collins and Mr. Picton dissented.” 

I do not believe it is just to enforce 
vaccination or any other treatment on any- 
one in time of peace, but I am very glad to 
have this protection myself and to give it 
to my children. No reasonable man, be he 
proponent or opponent of compulsory vac- 
cinmation, can face the facts about vaccina- 
tion and still question its efficiency as a 
preventative. It is the most unscientific 
prophylactic precedure in use in civilized 
communities at the present time—no one 
Knows what vaccine is—and I just hate to 
vaccinate anyone, yet there ts no getting 
around the overwhelming evidence that vac- 
cination prevents smalipox far more cer- 
tainly than policemen prevent erime or in- 
Surance prevents financial loss. 

If I were supreme sanitary head of the 
state I should say: lLet all who will be 
vaccinated early and often, and let the rest 
be pockmarked if they wish. 


QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS, 
Searlet Fever Isolation. 


Many a person 17 years of age have scar- 
let fever twice within a period of eight 
months? How long must one with this dis- 
ease remain at home? (Mrs. W. J.) 

ANSWER—Yes. The period of isolation 
required by law varies in different com- 
munities. Generally thirty days. Scarlet 
fever considered contagious as long as 
any discharge from the ear continues, for 
example. The contagion is conveyed through 
discharges from nose or throat or other cav- 
ities, not through the skin.

FOR SERVICE NOW 


Washington, June 6.—Organization of 
“development battalions” at every na- 
tional army, national guard and regular 
army camp was ordered today by the 
war department. These new units are 
designed to take over all men not im- 
mediately fit for service with a view 
to giving them intensive training to 
overcome their faults, mental or physi- 
cal, or to eliminate such as are unfit 
for either combatant or non-combatant 
service.

‘Success in conserving’ the 
man-power of the nation can be at- 
tained only through untiring effort and 
an exercise of good judgment on the 
part of the officers concerned.”

Emotions Evolved Will Live 
Forever in the Memory 


of the Spectators. 


Camp Wheeler, Macon, Ga, June 6.— 
(Special. )—*I woulkdén’t have missed the 
trip te Camp Wheeler for anything in 
the world,” was the way one of the 
Atlanta women expressed her big day at 
Camp Wheeler when the colors were 
presented to the old Fifth regiment. 
There were more than three hundred 
visitors from Atlanta here to see the 
Atlanta boys march their proudest. 

Mothers were here to see their boys 
for the last time before going to 
France; fathers measured up the At- 
lanta fighting machine with a personal 
affection for each boy comrade of their 
own blood and kin; girls watched their 
enjoyed mingling with their own home- 
enjoyed mingling with their own home 
town folks for the first time in a long 
time and probably for the last time in 
quite a while. It was iust a great day 
for Atlanta citizens and soldiers, 

At the two big dances given last 
night to the officers and to the enlisted 
men Atlantans mingled in a social way 
as they once did in the Gate City when 
all the pomp and show of their military 
was more for display than to train men 
to stop the great world war and “lick” 
the Huns for all time. 

Filled with emotion, Colonel Hall, the 
commander of the regiment, which he 
had worked so hard for in peace times 
and plugged away under difficulties 
during the last several months, said to 
the visitors: 

“We thank you for this beautiful tok- 
en; it makes us proud, and it makes 
us glad that we have in your estima- 
tion merited this gift, and glad that 
we are. in the American service. 

“But these are emblems of esteem and 
the signs by which we will conquer,” 
he continued, as he turned to his men 
squared off in Roman style around him, 
“TI know that every man of you will do 
all he can to bring them back unblem- 
ished and untarnished.”’

PREPARING TROOPS. 
FOR HIKE TO BERLIN 


Americans Are Now Being 
Especially Trained for the 
Great Forward Movement 
of Allied Armies. 


Washington, June 6.—American 
troops in training at home are being 
especialy schooled now in preparation 
for the forward movement of the allied 
armies expected to follow the ultimate 
crushing of Germany’s offensive pow- 
er. It was learned today that orders 
have been issued to division comman- 
ders to lay greater stress upon training 
for open warfare, and reduce the time 
devoted to teaching trench specialties. 

The men are being hardened to long 
marches, given target practice without 
end and thoroughly trained to take care 
of themselves in the give-and-take of 
open combat. 

Military observers say this change in 
the midst of the greatest effort of the 
German general staff of the entire war 
speaks significantly of the spirit of 
confidence that pervades the councils 
and armies of America and the allies. 
When many of the men now in train- 
ing here reach France, long marches 
and swift maneuvering against a re- 
treating foe may well be the order of 
the day. 

Less Trench Training. 

Influential officers returning from 
the front have been insisting recently 
upon greater attention to general ele- 
ments of warfare and less to the fine 
details of position fighting in fixed 
trench lines. These officers say the 
American soldier takes naturally’ to 
training of this sort and that he should! 
be developed as highly as possible in 
all-around soldiering, leaving the de- 
tails of trench warfare education to be 
added by a brief post-graduate course 
when he reaches France. This view 
found ready sympathy’ here, for it is 
believed the old stalemate of the 
trench lines has been broken never to 
be restored. 

Today’s news from the front added to 
the growing conviction here that Gen- 
eral Foch has out-generalled the Ger- 
mans on the Aisne front in having 
brought them to a halt without weak- 
ening the defenses of the channel! ports. 
Territory has been yielded, but no point 
of strategic value, and the Germans 
must try again to draw away the sup- 
porting lines in Picardy and Manders, 
or face the necessity of hurling their 
army into the wall of man-power, 
French, British and American, that now 
blocks the road to the channel ports. 

Americans Well Advanced. 

Officers who have come from the 
front say that the American units are 
pouring into France in a steady and 
growing stream despite German U-boats 
at both ends of the 3,000-mile water 
haul, and are arriving well advanced in 
training for the business ahead of them. 

Commenting upon the high tributes 
paid by French and British officers to 
the Americans, it was remarked today 
that while the engagements in which 
the Americans have been given a 


chance as yet have been minor affairs 
proportionately, always the dash has 
been there. Ome officer recently back 
from the front pointed out that while 
French and British veterans are brave 
beyond words, ready for battle when- 
ever and wherever it may come, they 
are cooled by long years of the strug- 
gle. The Americans are craving a 
chance to fight, for it is all new to 
them. 


Around the Reservation 


Soldiers at Gordon remember the cry 
of “Mud, mud, mu@!” that went up on 
every hand last winter. And the mud 
has lost none of its old “pep,” despite 
the fact that warm weather and sun- 
shine has transformed it into dust.
